LEONARD RESNICK: Lenny was a persevering and loyal worker on the 
track team. Two years ago, as a lean, lanky Sophomore, he showed 
great promise as a distance man in the city track meet. In the follow- 
ing season, he proved that he was a real prospect by earning his letter 
and winning a number of prizes. 


FRANK SELWYN: Frank, the strong man of the school, was a real star 
in both track and football. He was probably the most outstanding all- 
around track man in the city, and won prize after prize in the pole- 
vault, the 200-yard dash, and the low-hurdles. In football, he was the 
actual winner of the South Side game when he caught a pass in the 
end zone for the score. 


WALTER SCHWARTZ: Walter is one athlete who was not daunted by 
misfortune. In his first year as a member of the track team, he was 
forced to the sidelines when he suffered a broken leg. But he refused 
to accept defeat and the next spring he rejoined the squad and earned 
his varsity letter as a miler. 


JACK STRAUSBERG: Jack is one of those very few runners who are 
equally good at sprints and longer distances. An extremely graceful 
runner, he was a consistent winner in both the quarter mile and 220- 
yard events. Because of his excellent record, he was one of the few 
Newark boys to be invited to run in the Board of Education track meet 
in which he made an impressive showing. 


LEON FRIEDMAN: One of the best distance men seen hereabouts was 
Leon Friedman, captain of the 1939 cross-country team, and star half- 
miler on the track squad. A short boy, he made up for his lack of 
height by an excess of courage and stamina. He was a consistent point 
getter and won several medals in various events. 


Football 


MAX DONNER: Max, a big, husky, strong lineman who played first and 
second string tackle this year after three years of substitute line play, 
was a great asset to our own ball carriers and a headache to enemy 
backs. His improved play made it possible for first string linemen to 
come out of the game for a much needed rest. 
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STEVE ARGYRIS: Helping to make the right side of the line impene- 
trable, Steve Argyris well deserves the all-city tackle berth he won. He 
made numerous tackles, and opened big holes for the backs on the of- 
fense. He was recognized as a real team player and a good example for 
younger and less experienced linesmen. 


MORTON ROSENSTEIN: Lady Luck frowned upon Morton Rosenstein 
this year when, early in the season, he broke his ankle. Thus the team 
was deprived of a man who had elevated himself from the ranks of the 
second team to that of a promising varsity star. We must give him 
credit for his tighting spirit and for his true ability which never really 
came to light. 


IRWIN UNGER: Irwin Unger is a member of the class of hard-fighting 
scrubs whom coaches call “the real heroes” and backbone of the team. 
Though he was not seen much in games and headlines, he loved the 
game, tried hard, and spent afternoon after afternoon in the second- 
team games. 


ARNOLD SCHUMAN: Arnold Schuman alternated at the guard and 
tackle spots during his second and last year of football. He proved him- 
self a better than able line-man in the last South Side game, our first 
victory over that team. He was the unsung hero of that fray, recovering 
several fumbles, the first of which directly led to the game’s only score, 
and the others continually kept our opponents at bay. 


IRA BERGER: Chosen as an all-city end and one of the best defensive 
wing-men in the country, Ira “Babe” Berger closes his high school foot- 
ball career with a blaze of glory. Effective on the offense due to his 
pass-catching ability, and a bulwark on the defense, he was a player 
who knew what to do and when to do it. In basketball too, “Babe” won 
two letters and made a capable substitute when he wasn't on the starting 
five.
